Mrs. Caruso today told The 
Press that her husband's 
were ‘‘ Let me sleep.”’ 

Until a few hours before death, 
Caruso added, the singer had expresse 
the hope that he would recover, saying, 
‘I must get well, because I must re- 
turn to the United States and fulfill my 
contract.”’ 

One of the most touching scenes oc- 
curred when the godmother of the sing- 
er, Signora Maria Castaldi, came to the 


hotel to inquire how Caruso was faring. 
She was met at the entrance by Giolio 
staffelli, the impresario, who informed 
her of Caruso’s death. 
was overcome with grief;

The little daughter, Gloria, was taken 
today. 

She only knew that something dreadful 
had happened, as her father could not 
speak to her.

CHICAGO, Aug. 3.—The rulers of or- 
ganized baseball promptly declared to- 
day that the acquitted White Sox play- 
ers would not be reinstated despite the

Charles A. Comiskey, the White Sox 
owner: Judge Landis, who is official 
arbitrator, and Ban Johnson, President 
of the American League, issued separate 
statements, each of which contributed 
its bis toward destroying any hopes the 
players may have had for reinstatement. 

** Cicotte confessed to me that he had 
been ‘crooked,’’’ said Mr. Comiskey, 
‘‘and implicated seven other players. 
Until they all are able to explain this 
to my satisfaction none of them will 
play with the Sox.”’ 

Judge Landis gave out this statement: 

“Regardless of the verdict of juries, 
no player that throws a ball game; no 
player that undertakes or promises to 
throw a ball game; 
in a conference with a bunch of crooked 
players and gamblers where the ways 
and means of throwing games are 
planned and discussed and does 
promptly tell his club about it, 
play professional baseball. 

‘Of course, I don’t know that any of 
these men will apply for reinstatement, 
| but if they do, the above are at least a 
few of the rules that will be enforced. 
Just keep in mind that, regardless of the | 
verdict of juries, baseball is entirely 
competent to protect itself against 
crooks, both ‘inside and outside the 
game.”’

‘The trial of the indicted players and 
gamblers which closed yesterday uncov- 
ered the greatest crime it was possible 
to commit in baseball. The fact that 
the men were freed by

The bill permits light 
beers, saying that HMquors of not more 
than 2 per cent. alcohol are not to be 
held as intoxicating. 

The measure does not do away with 
all the restrictions on the sale of alco- 
holic liquors imposed during the war, 
but at the same time it extends the 
hours during which liquor can be sold | 
on licensed premises to 8 per diem in 
the provinces and 9 in the London area. 

In London hotels and restaurants, 


supper parties will be able to consume 
alcoholic beverages with their food up 
till 12:30 A. M., provided the orders be 
given before midnight.

shed little light on the actual sivuaion | 
in the Volga region. Baltic newspapers | 
today print a number of rumors regard- 
ing events in Russia. One is to the 
effect that Leon Trotzky, the Bolshevist 
Minister of War, has been named Food 
Dictator, and that heavy reinforgements 
of troops have been rushed into the 
famine district to control the starving 
masses, who are pictured as beating 
down the guards, invading cities and 
eating everything they find.

MYSTERIOUS MURDER 
IN A FRENCH TRAIN 


Merchant Found Shot and Robbed 
in Local Suburban Train at 
a Paris Station.

PARIS, Aug. 2.—Before Paris has had 
time to recover from the excitement 
caused by the Marseilles train hold-up 
and the shooting c& the bandite by the 
police outside a Paris café last Saturday 
another train murder sensation within 
the suburbs of the city has developed. 

When the after-luncheon train from 
the little residential town of St. Ger- 
main, some fifteen miles from the city, 
arrived at the Gare St. Lazare this aft- 
ernoon a cleaner found in a first class 
carriage a well-dressed man, apparently 
esleep. When he tried to wake him he 
feund blood trickling from his hair, and 


a closer examination showed a bullet- 
hole behind his right ear. 

The cleaner at once called the station 
police and other oficials and it was 
found that the man was still living. He 
died, however. before he could be re- 
moved to a hospital and the police are 
faced with an apparently clueless mys- 
tery as to how he met his death in a 
suburban local train in a fifteen-mile 
run in the middle of the day. 

In the carriage there was no revolver 
or arm of any kind. In the pocket of 
the dead math were no papers and no 
pocketbook. All that there was by 
which to identify him were the initials 
“"M, J.”’ engraved on his watchcase and 
the name of his tailor at St. Germain 
on a label on his coat. Through this 
tailor within half an hour the dead man 
was identified as a merchant, Maurice 
Janin, living near St. Germain. The 
police at once got into communication 
with Mme. Janin and before breaking 
the news of his death to her obtained 
the information that he was traveling 
with a considerable sum of money in 
his pocketbook. 

That he was shot and robbed between 
two stations on the line seems certain; 
but, except for the vague description of 
® man seen leaving a first-class com- 
partment at a small station, the police 
are absolutely without a clue to the 
murderer. ven in the records of re- 
cent Paris crimes so bold a murder has 
rot been known. 

From Marseilles this evening comes 
the news that last night train robbers 
made a haul of 5,000 francs and some 
jewelry from, three sleeping passengers 
in a first-class carriage on the way to 
Avignon.

H. G. WELLS THREATENS 
TO SUE PUBLISHERS 


Resents a New Book by Henry 
Arthur Jones on the Lines of His 
“My Dear Wells’ Articles.

PARIS PRESS URGES

Editors Favor Making the Rus- 
: sians Choose Between Food 
and Bolshevism. 


HOOVER’S TERMS APPROVED 


La Liberte Is Sure That He Will Not 
Let Himself Be Duped by 
the Red Leaders.

PARIS, Aug. 3.—There is a growing 
demand in France that famine relief to 
Russia be accompanied by the exodus 
vf the Bolsheviki‘from power. Whether 
as a preliminary condition, as an at- 
tendant circumstance, or as the ultimate 
result is not considered of the highest 
importance, but the French believe that 
Russia: is suffering much less from 
drought than from Soviets, and that 
other nations owe it to Russia and to 


themselves to see that Kussia is not in 
the same plight again next year. They 
believe that Russia's sorry condition 
can best be remedied by removing the 
causes, namely, Lenin and Trotzky. 

Communists in France say that the 
bourgeois officials are trying to make 
a change in their Government the price 
to the starving Russians of a piece of 
bread. That is unfair. French states- 
men have for two years consistently 
fought the soviets, first by arms and 
then by diplomacy. They have always | 
held that the Soviet régime would bring 
to sorrow any country that embraced 
it. That belief has been back of their 
rigid suppression of MBolshevism in} 
France and their erfort to discourage 
it in Russia. 

The Supreme Council will consider 
Russia next week, and it goes without 
saying that compassion for the starving 
Russians will be accompanied by con- 
sideration of whether means are offered 
to end the activities of the present rul- 
ers in Moscow.

The problem as to whether or not the 
skirts will be longer or shorter was not | 
solved at the Fall Fashion Show of the 
National Garment Retailers’ Association 
which was held last night at the Hotel 
Even the designers, whose |

Frankly admitting, it is stated, that 
the ballot as ordered by the Railroad

Tex Rickard Trying to Arrange 
Bout to Settle Middleweight 
Championship. 


The involved situation which at pres- 
ent surrounds the world’s middleweight 
championship as a consequence of the 
recent Johnny Wilson-Bryan Downey 
bout in Cleveland will be settled just 
as soon as Wilson says the word. Pro- 
moter Tex Rickard of Madison Square 
Garden now is sceking to arrange a 
return battle between the two boxers.

Dunn, visited the Garden premoter yes- 
| terday and declared their willingness to 
engage Wilson again. Rickard has 
wired Marty Killelea, manager of Wil- 
son, at Boston, seeking the attitude of 
Wilson toward another meeting with 


Downey. Up to the time he left the 
Garden last night Rickard had received 
no response from the Boston boxer. 

As the sifuation now stands a return 
match, to equitably and satisfactorily 
settle the muddle, hinges solely on Wil- 
son and Killelea. Downey is ready and 
eager. Rickard is prepared to promote 
the bout. The promoter has determined 
‘hat the contest wili be held on Labor 
Day if the boxers sign. Rickard has 
the site selected—Boyle’s =a Acres 
in Jersey City, where Jack empsey 
battered Georges Carpentier into sub= 
mission on that humid July 2 afternoon. 
Rickard expects some time today to re- 
ceive a response to his wire to Boston. 

Nothing definite toward arranging the 
proposed match was done yesterday for 
the simple reason that Rickard wants 
to wait until he has Wilson signed for 
a match before closing definitely with 
Downey. Manager Dunn, in a _ short 
conference with Rickard, convinced the 
promoter of Downey’s eagerness to get 
Wilson into the ring again and Rickard 
is confident there will be no hitch in the 
proceedings from this angle. Rickard 
declared he had not arranged terms or 
anything else with Dunn, stating that 
he had simply sought assurances that 
Downey was sincere in his eagerness for 
a return match with Wilson. 

Downey spent most of yesterday about 
he lobby of the Woodstock, where the 
isiting Cleveland party has established 
quarters. The inclement weather frus- 

ited the boxer’s plans for a, sight- 
seeing tour. ne party plans to remain 

until tomorrow, however, when it 
is expected something tangible will have 
been accomplished toward a return 
match with Wilson.

Downey is. convinced he can Knock out 
Wilson if he ever again gets the Boston 
boxer in a ring.

|from Mike O’Dowd. Downey claims the 
championship now, on the strength of 
the Cleveland Boxing Commission’s re- 
| versal of the decision of Referee Jimmy 
|Gardner, giving Wilson the battle on a 
foul. The Cleveland boxer, however, is 
| eager to demonstrate beyond question 
that he is Wilson’s master and is pre- 
pared to consent to anything within 
|reason to secure another match.

his efforts on this project exclusively. 
The Garden promoter walted expectantly 
yesterday for word from Jess Willard 
regarding another bout with Jack 
Dempsey for the world’s heavyweight 
title. Rickard has wired the Potta- 
watomie Giant asking Willard’s terms 
and the length of time the former cham- 
pion deems necessary to properly train 
for a return match with his conqueror.

Boxing Commission has not barred 
Bryan Downey, local middleweight box- 
er, as a result of his bout here last 
Wednesday nighty with Johnny Wilson. 
J. B. Wilberding, Chairman of the local 
commission announced today the follow- 
ing reports that such action had been 
taken.

Boxing Commission not to permit a ten- 
round boxing bout between Captain Bob 
Ropér and Billy Miske, scheduled to be 
held at Grand Rapids Aug. 12. 

In issuing the order the Governor de- 
cjared he did not believe the proposed 
bout would meet with the strict require-

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BOXING BODY ALTERS 
RULING ON WEIGHTS 


Graded Scale Replaces 18- 
Pound Difference Permitted 
by Walker Law. 


The original provision in the Walker 
law, permitting contests between boxers 
where the difference gin weight could 
reach eighteen pounds, has been super- 
seded by a ruling of the New York State 
Athletic’ Commission. Under the new 
ruling a graded scale of weight limita- 
tions is provided’ which will equalize 
contests in the various classes and at 
the same time eliminate bouts wherein 
one or the other of the contestants en~ 


joys a marked weight advantage. 
Since the adoption of the Walker law 


it has been regarded as a mistake that 


the law permitted contests wherein a 
weight difference existed up to eighteen 
pounds. Under the Frawley law the 
limitation on weight differences was ten 
pounds in every class except the heavy- 
weight division. It is understood, how- 
ever, that the eighteen-pound provision 
in the Walker law, instead of being a 
mistake, was purposely included in the 
provisions for the express purpose of 
permitting Jimmy Wilde, England’s sen- 
sational little flyweight, to come to this 
country and engage America’s topnotch 
bantamweights. Because of his small 
stature Wilde generally is handicapped 
in weight conditions against rivals. 
Under the old ten-pound limit, bouts 
between Wilde and American bantam- 
weights here would have been precluded. 
As matters stand now Wilde will be 
unable to engage any bantamweight ex- 
cept the class champion. The new rule 
provides _a weight allowance \of six 
pounds for the flyweight division, or 
boxers weighing under 112 pounds. It 
is understood, however, that the authori- 
ties in adopting the new rule did so with 
the understanding that it will be waived 
in championship bouts. This arrange- 
ment is made in order not to militate 
against the aspirations of a champion 
in a lighter class who may aspire to the 
honors in the division immediately 
= his own.

flicted them most was the lack of busi- 
ness.

It is true that New York has fre- 
quently lived through higher tempera- 
tures; but in comparison they have 
generally been brief. The hot weather 
of July seemed interminable. Reck- 
oned from the beginning of the year, 
the city was visited with 928 degrees 
of temperature in excess of the normal, 
and the excess from June 21 until the 
break of last Sunday was 129 degrees. 
Rainfall for the year was 414 inches 
less than normal, but the prevailing 
wind' from the ocean brought enough 
humidity to make up. And still New 
Yorkers refused to call in the medicos. 
For the week ended July 23 the deaths 
were actually fewer than for the corre- 
sponding week last year, and the record 
of the month as a ‘whole was only 
slightly less favorable.

Many people do this despite 
the destination point indicated on the out- 
side of the bus, which ts emphasized by a 
eard inside containing a notice that the bus 
only goes to Twenty,fifth Street. When they 
find they have made a mistake and must go 
to all the inconvenience of transferring, 
| they are sometimes a bit irritated, but in 
/ justice to our patrons we must say that 
on the whole they deal very ‘fairly with us 
and help us to keep our service at the high- 
est possible point of efficiency. 

Again Miss Everett says that she rode up-. 
town on a bus believing it was going to 
168th Street, only to be compelled to transfer 
at 155th Street. Buses that ternfinate at 
135th Street are plainly marked, and iff folks 
bound north of that. point will persist in 
taking them, as many do, instead of waiting 
for a through bus, they naturally are put 
to the bether of a change. 

As to congestion at our terminal points 
and inadequate service on our Harlem and 
Washington Heights routes, may I again 
be permitted to emphasize the fact tht our 
service north of Fifty-seventh Street and 
Fifth Avenue is controlled absolutely by 
what we are able to do south of that point? 
This is the neck of the bottle, so to speak, 
and it is not only our own view but that of 
the traffic authorities as well that it would 
be unwise to try to operate more buses 
in Fifth Avenue than we now have in ser- 
vice.

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REVISING SCHOOL HISTORIES 


Not Desirable to Try .to Eliminate 
the “‘ Painful Parts.” 7 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is a matter for frank and friendly 
free speech all over the land among all 
sects, races and classes that one of. the 
chief undertakings to be officially rec- 
ommended to the Knights of Columbus 
in San Francisco next week is ‘the 
elimination of propaganda from Amer- 
ican histories.’’ 

This reminds us of the mother who re- 
quested that her daughter should be 
‘“‘taught history with all the painful 
parts left out.’’ If she was a Jewish 
mother, compHance with her request 
would have eliminated most of Bible 
history, for no one in any age ever 
showed the faults of the Jews so fully 
as their own historians and prophets. 
Two-thirds of the Bible would be barred 
from history lessons by that rule. 

If that mother was Protestant, that 
rule would cut out the unpleasant story 
of the burning of Servetus because of 
his Unitarian beliefs, and the story of 
the crimes and vices of Henry VIII., 
when head of the Protestant Church, 
which recalls the story, vouched for by 
President Booker Washington, of a ‘‘ de- 
vout ’’ negro who said in prayer meet- 
ing on return from a three months’ ab- 
sence: ‘‘ Brethren, I suppose, if the 
truth were told, I has broken every 
Commandment of the Decalogue since 
I's been away from here, but I thanks 
the Lord I hasn’t lost my religion.” 
King Henry did not even lose the head- 
ship of the Protestant cause. Ger- 
mans are seeing to it, through a photo- 
play, that that “painful part” of Brit- 
ish history is not “left out’’ of Ameri- 
cans’ knowledge of history. New Eng- 
landers would be glad to have the 
‘“‘painful’’ story of Salem witchcraft | 
blotted out, and the South is reported to | 
have mitigated in its histories the 
‘‘painful’’ story of slavery and the 
Civil War. 

There are ‘“ painful’’ chapters that 
some Roman Catholics would like to 
have “‘ left/out ’’ on the ground that they 
are ‘‘ propaganda.”’ 

But a little thought will show it is not 
only impracticable but undesirable to} 
have everything that is ‘‘painful” to} 
anybody cut out of history. It is by| 
thoughtful study of the errors of the| 
past that the world learns how to do} 
better in the preSent, and we might as| 
well admit that every biography, every 
family history and every national his- | 
tory is dealing with human beings, not | 
angels, and frankly face the ‘ painful’’ | 
facts about them. We need not shrink | 
from the story of wrongdoing by our| 
ancestors if we are making better history | 
today. 

If school histories can be shown to be| 
biased by sectarian or partisan or racial | 
prejudices, by all means let us have} 
this wrong righted, but not by substi-| 
tuting another prejudice. | 

We suggest that Knights of Columbus | 
lead off, and all fair-minded men will} 
join in a request to some national or} 
international cducational association in | 
which all sects, races, parties and classes 
are represented, that an impartial com-| 
mission be appointed to select for our | 
schools and colleges truthful-and schol- | 
arly histories of our country, of Europe | 
and of the world. Even denominational 
schools cannot afford to use histories} 
that are written in the interest of oe 
clique. 

History may be made net only the 
most interesting and useful of school 
studies but one of the most delightful 
recreations for homes and elubs. The 
general study of history is greatly need- 
ed as a guide in world rebuilding, and 
prizes for impartial histories, of “ pain- 
ful parts’’ of history, might bring a 
great revival of both the reading and 
the writing of good history.

DISAPPOINTED SAILORS. 


Many Enlisted for the Sake of 
Cruises Which Are Called Off. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Six months ago the navy was eager 
to recruit men, and did recruit them in 
large numbers. Most of these men, I 
am told, were well above the average, 
some of them enlisting because they 
loved the service, as most men in the 
navy do, and others because they desired 
to ‘‘ see the world,’”’ as the recruiting 
posters told them. As I recall, the 
posters announced that the Pacific Fleet 
would visit New Zealand, Australia and 
other ports of the Old World, while the 
Atlantic Fleet would be content with a 
trip to the eastern coast of South Amer- 
ica, thence to Africa, to Mediterranean 
ports and home. The posters went into 
such detail that they told the dates of 
arrival and departure at the various 
cities. Many men, induced to give up 
their positions and to leave school, en- 
listed in the navy, with the promise 
that they would go globe trotting. Now 
the Navy Department has published the 
schedule of employment for the Atlan- 
tic Fleet without mention of these in- 
teresting trips and tells the men, many 
cf whom enlisted for these Huropean 
cruises, that the fleet would hold gun- 
nery exercises off the Virginia Capes. 
The Navy Department does not explain 
to these men why the cruise has been 
called off. 

I am told unofficially that the Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation recently 
furnished the commanding officers of 
the various naval vessels with confiden- 
tial statements showing a large number 
of desertions during the past months, 
and that the number averaged wel! 
above fifteen hundred a month. A siz- 
able percentage of these desertions was 
among chief petty officers of years of 
service, while the larger number were, 
of course, among recruits who had be- 
come dissatisfied with the life in the 
navy. In addition, according to the 
figures set forth in Court Martial Order 
No. 3 of this year, over five thousand 
five hundred men in the navy were tried 
by court-martials of various forms dur- 
ing the month of March. Those figures 
are astounding to the layman and war- 


rant attention. 

If it costs the Navy. Department (the 
taxpayers) $350 to enlist a man for the 
ravy, which is a reasonable figure when 
the cost of publicity, transportation and 
expenses of the recruiting service (to 
say nothing of the pay of the men while 
learning and valueless to the service) 
are taken into consideration, would it 
not be more profitable to make the 
promised trips to Europe to satisfy the 
youngsters who enlisted in the service 
to see things than to have them desert 
in large numbers, causing the Govern- 
ment to go to the additional expense of 
recruiting more men and tohave dis- 
content among the enlisted personnel 
that remain? 

The American bluejacket is, on the 
whole, aj;lad of intelligence, sound 
thinking and clear reasoning. The men 
of the navy have always kept faith with 
Uncle Sam: are they not deserving of 
an explanation from Mr. Denby, who, 
ence a marine himself, knows how they 
feel, act and think about such things? 

As the guardian of my nephew, 19 
years old, who enlisted in the navy that 
he might travel abroad and profit him- 
self while working in the navy, as the 
recruiting officer of the New York Re- 
eruiting Station assured me, I ask that 
the question of disappointing such a 
large number of our men be brought to 
public attention. \

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- MEDICAL FEES AT JOHNS HOPKINS. 


Dean Williams Explains the Position of the School in Limiting the . 
‘Amount to Be Paid by a Patient. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read with interest the recent! 
editorial in Tus TIMes upon the regu- | 
lation of medical and surgical fees at] 
the Johns Hopkins Hospital, but, .as 
it seems to me that its writer has not| 
quite grasped the significance of the} 
innovation, and likewise was in seri-| 
ous error when he expressed the belief | 
that the hospital would be overcrowded | 
by the thrifty rich, I am taking the! 
liberty of sending you these lines. | 

According to the will of the late Johns | 
Hopkins, his estate was divided between | 
twe corporations for the purpose of en- 
dowing the university and _ hospital | 
which bear his name. While providing 
for two separate corporations, Mr. Hop- 
kins expressly stipulated that the uni- 
versity should organize a medical school, | 
and that the hospital should form a part 
of it. 

This far-sighted provision had _ the| 
result that when the medical school 
was organized in 1893 the hospital im-| 
mediately became an integral part of| 
it, and thus the latter became the first 
university hospital in the country, with | 
the heads of its various departments | 
automatically becoming the incumbents 
of the corresponding professorial chairs 
in the university, and its superintend- 
ent becoming an ex officio member of 
the medical faculty. This practical fu- 
sion of the hospital and medical school 
greatly increased the usefulness of each, 
and made it possible for the joint insti- 
tution to fulfill its function of caring 
for the sick, training medical students 
and fostering research in such a way as 
to play an important part in the revo-| 
lution in medical education which has 
been effected in this country during the 
past quarter century, as well as to set 
an example for the affiliation of im- 
portant hospitals with medical schools 
which now occurring all over the 
land. 

From the opening of the school in 
1893 all of the teachers in the under- 
lying medical sciences gave their en- 
tire time to the institution, while the 
teachers in the so-called clinical 
branches gave only a part and devoted 
the balance. of their time to private 
This continued for twenty 
years, when it was realized that the 
scope of practical medicine had become 
so expanded that it was impossible for 
those: engaged in active private practice 
to do fulb justice to their university 
duties, more particularly in the teach- 
ing of students and in ‘the 
fundamental research upon which oe 
future advance of medicine is depend- 
ent. Consequently an appeal was made | 
to the General Education Board for suf-|} 
ficient funds to enable the university 
to pay such Salaries to the professors 
and more important assistants in the 
fundamental clinical branches as would 
enable them to devote their entire time | 
to their hospital and university duties 
and.to free them from the necessity of 
practicing medicine in 
sense, 

The General Education Board gen- 
erously met the appeal by establishing 
the William H. Welch 
Advancement of Medical 
which has enabled the

surgery, pediatrics and obstetrics upon 
the full-time or university basis, by 
which the important teachers in those} 
departments devote their entire energy 
to the of hospital patients, the 
teaching of students and the prosecu- 
tion of research. That the public, out- 
side of the hospital, should not be en- 
tirely deprived of the services of such 
men it was provided that they might 
do what they pleased in the way of 
seeing private patients provided they 
received no pecuniary profit from so 
d¢ing, and it was arranged that any 
fees derived from such sources should 
be returned to the university for the 
extension of the system.

Our State Department Guilty of Dis- | 


courtesy to Forty-Eight Nations. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The attitude of our State Department 
in refusing to answer official communi- | 
cations from the League of Nations! 
may be explained as a deliberate effort | 
t> hasten the dissolution of that organ-| 
ization. But on the face of the reports, 
from Washington it is something more 
serious. It is, in fact, an individual 
slight to each of the forty-eight nations 
that have accepted the plan of inter- 
national co-operation repudiated by our 
own Senate. 

The department seems to take the po- 
sition that the League is a body wholly 
separate from the Governments belong- 
ing to it and that it is trying to in- 
trude itself between those Governments 
and the United States. This intrusion 
is virtuously resented by the United 
States; not only on its own behalf but 
on behalf of the other Governments in- 
volved. It would be hard to conceive 
@ more erroneous idea of the relation- 
ship between the League and the Gov- 
ernments back of it. The League not 
only is a creation of the forty-eight 
Governments belonging to it, but it is 
a part of all those Governments. It 
has no existence except through them 
and on their behalf. What it implies 
is that those forty-eight Governments 
have pooled certain interests and cer- 
tain activities’ for greater effielency, 
believing that by acting co-operatively 
they can save time, money and friction. 
With this purpose in view, they have 
established the League and made it 
an extension, so to speak, of their re- 
spective foreign departments. 

When the United States Government 
refuses to communicate with the League 
for the reagons hinted at in Washing- 
ton reports, it is as if the State De- 
partment were saying that it would 
have no dealings with this or that par- 
ticular Government because the depart- 
ment did not like the way in which the 
Foreign Office of that Government was 
organized. In other words, it is equiva- 
lent to an attempt on the part of this 
Government to interfere with the rights 
of all the forty-éight Governments be- 
longing to the League to organize theif 
own affairs in any manner which may 
be deemed most effective to themselves. 

Incidentally, the reports inspired in 
Washington have contained a thinly 
veiled sneer at the manner in which 
the League has attempted to place cer- 
tain important matters before the State 
Department. It has been said that-in- 
vitations received by the department 
from the League have been mere circu- 
lar letters with the name of the/Gov- 
ernment filled in by typewriter. Such 
a criticism, whether warranted or not,

personal relation. This leaves only the 
part-time or tlinical staff which might 
profit from such an abuse, and which 
consists of some thirty or forty mem- 
bers. Were it possible for a few of them 
practically to monopolize the private 
service it might be conceivable that 
such an abuse could develop, but such a 
possibility has been precluded by the 
new regulations providing that no mem- 
ber of the staff can have more than 
ten private patients in the hospital at 
one time if other members require ac- 
commodations for their patients. 

I, therefore, hope that those of your 
subscribers who may take the trouble 
to read my communication will appre- 
ciate that the new regulations have been 
promulgated as an educational measure 
in the belief that the University Medical 
School and Hospital should teach sound 
ethics, as well as: the most advanced 
medicine, and that medical men who 
desire to exploit well-to-do patients 
should do so in private institutions, in- 
stead of in those endowed for philan- 
thropic purposes or for the advance- 
ment of knowledge.

PENETANG, Ont., .Aug. 3.—Su- 
preme chieftains of the Huron and 
Iroquois Indian tribes, whose ances- 
tors carried on a feud for centuries 
in what is now the Province of On- 
tario, literally buried the hatchet 
today.

HOLD UP WAR TROPHIES 
AS GIFTS TO STATES 


as House Sends Senate Propos- 
al Back to Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—After five 
hours of debate, a Senate bill authoriz- 
ing distribution to States and munici- 
palities of cannon and other war ma- 
terial captured by the Americans from 
the Germans was recommitted today by 


the House to the Military Committee, by 
a vote of 103 to 99. 

A section appropriating $400,000 for 
the expense of distribution was elimi- 
nated, on a point of order by Represen- 
tative Garrett of Tennessee, acting 
Democratic leader, but the House, by a 
vote of 126 to 120, immediately rejected 
an amendment by Representative Roach, 
Republican, of Missouri, to require com- 
munities receiving the captured articles 
to pay all transportation and packing 
charges. 

Representative Mann, Republican, 
[llinois, held that the bill, 
required the Federal Government to pay 
the expenses, but provided no funds, 
and he made the motion to reecommit. 

Before the motion was adopted, the 
bill, which provided that States should 
share in the distribution in proportion 
to the number of troops furnished dur- 
ing the war, was amended so that the 
distribution would be made by Congres- 
sional delegations, instead of by Gov- 
ernors, as the Senate had decided.

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 3.—Authority to 
sell $750,000 of its preferred stock in In- 
diana was denied the Farmers’ Finance 
Corperation today by the State Securi- 
ties Commission. The commission held 
that the Indiana “‘ blue sky ‘‘ law for- 
bade the selling of securities as proposcd 
by the Finance Corporation. 

The corporation proposed to sell $750,- 
000 of its $100,000,000 preferred stock in 
this State. During a hearing before the 
commission it was brought out that the 


corporation has only tweny-one shares 
of common stock of no par value. 

The decision was given today by the 
commission following a three-hour hear- 
ing yesterday, at which representatives 
of the Farmers’ Finance Corporation 
and the United States Grain Growers, 
Inc., for which the Finance Corporation 
is proposed to provide funds, presented 
arguments in behalf of the stock sale.

National City Co. in $7,500,000 
Negotiation; Equitable 
Trust, $10,000,000. 


FIRST APPLICATION HERE 


Money Will Be Used to Build Tele- 
phone System—Announcement 
Expected in Two Days. 


Uruguay is in the American market 
for her first loan, and negotiations now 


are under way with two separate bank- 
ing groups. The arrangements are ex- 
pected to be completed within the next 
forty-eight hours. The National City 
Company heads one group in the nego- 
tiations, in which the figure of $7,500,000 
has been discussed. The Equitable 
Trust Company heads the other group 
and a $10,000,000 loan is being discussed. 
Both loans, of course, will not be made, 
and formal announcement is expected 
within a short time from Uruguay of the 
successful bidder. 

The loan is interesting the financial 
district because it 1s the first loan to a 
southern country‘ since the dissolution 
of the so-called South American group 
of bankers. 

Negotiations, particularly with the 
group headed by the Equitable Trust 
Company, have been under way for sev- 
eral months. Bankers express the opin- 
ion that Uruguay has an excellent credit 
here and that the bonds should sell well. 
The proceeds of the issue are to be 
used for the construction of a telephone 
system. 

The offering price of the bonds has 
not been determined, and probably will 
not be. determined until the deal 1s 
closed and certain enabling legislation 
enacted by the governmental authorities 
of Uruguay. It probably will be on-an 
8 per cent. basis. 

Halsey, Stuart & Co., Paine, Webber 
& Co., and Eastman, Dillon & Co., head 
a syndicate offering $2,500,000 Empire 
Tank Line Company ten-year 8 per cent.

TOPICS IN WALL WALL STREET. 


Profit-Taking in the y in the Stock Market. 


As the result of the recent advance 
in security prices, which has gone on al- 
most uninterruptedly for ten day or 
more, the stock market yestenday’ ex- 
perienced some _ profit-taking which | 
brought about a reaction of a point or | 
more in -the prominent issues. The | 
movement was not an unnatural one in | 
view of the circumstances, and in some | 
quarters the opinion was expressed that, 
taking the reaction as a whole, the mar- 
ket acted well in view of the late ad- 
vance. The profit-taking was first no- | 
ticed in the rails, but it developed in| 
this group only after a strong opening, | 
in which some new high _ records for |; 
the movement were established, and} 
some issues, in fact, made new high | 
records for the year. The reaction in| 
the rails caused some sympathetic sell- | 
ing of.the industrials, but in the case | 
of these stocks the selling also appeared | 
only after a firmer start. Mexican | 
Petroleum, for instance, sold as high | 
as 110% during the forenoon, but later} 
reacted to 106% and closed at 107%, a/| 
loss of 2 points for the day. With the | 
exception of the sugar stocks, however, | 
this proved to be the maximum decline | 
among the active issues, as most losses } 
averaged about a point. Businegs was |

The “ Barometer of Trade.” 


In the old days Wall Street used in-' 
variably to study the monthly figures | 
of iron production as a key to the in-}| 
dustrial future. A study of the record} 
shows, however, that while iron output! 
is usually an excellent “barometer of | 
trade’’ when business revival is on the | 
horizon, it is a very doubtful indicator 
of business reaction, being in fact often 
one of the last of the industries to con- 

| tract. This was certainly so last year, 


when the iron output was nearly at the 
year’s monthly maximum as late as 
October, although trade reaction had} 
begun in May. The panic of 1907 broke | 
out in-the month of October and had! 
been foreshadowed since March, yet the} 
actual October iron production of the} 
country was close to the year’s best | 
monthly record. When the output has} 
fallen to the low level of a period of} 
depression, however, any increase is apt! 
to be a safe forecast of -general trade/ 
revival. After the reaction following | 
the armistice iron output began to in-| 
crease in June, 1919.. On the outbreak | 
of the war production decreased until 
January, 1915, when an increase began, 
first slow, then very rapid. Yesterday’s| 
report for July, showing the smallest} 
production of any month in eighteen | 
years, gave no indication of such indus- | 
trial revival. The next few months} 
will therefore be watched with particu- 
lar interest.

$72,700 STOCK STOLEN 
FROM HOTEL IMPERIAL 


Guest’s Securities Gone With Suit- 
case Since June 28—Reward 
and No Questions Asked. 


Securities valued at $72,700 were stolen 
on June 28 from J. B. Owens, head of 
the J. B. Owens Floor and Wall Tile 
Company, 137 West Twenty-fifth Street, 
while he was staying _at the Hotel Im- 
perial, Broadway and Thirty-second 
Street, it became known yesterday. Mr. 
Owens has offered $4,000 for their re- 
turn, and agrees to ask no questions. It 
Was the belief of the hotel management 
that Mr. Owens’s suitcase, in which he 
placed the papers, was* stolen by a 
sneak thief. 

The value of the securities was based 
yn their par value at the time they were 
‘tolen, according to Mr. Owens, con- 
sisting of stock in the Pittsburgh-Amer- 
‘can China Company. This stock, Mr. 
Owens explained, was worthless to any 
one but himself because it would re- 

uire a clever forgery of his signature 
“or the thief to realize cash on the stock, 

Mr. Owens, also head of the Empire 
Floor Tile Company, having a plant in 
Metuchen, N. J., made a trip to Me- 
tuchen on the afternoon of the theft. 

"e returned to the hotel and found_his 
suitcase missing. <2 

From the management of the hotel it 
was learned that there had been several 
thefts there, but of an inconsequential 

ature. It was said that other hotels 

. tly had been experiencing an epi- 

emic of losses on account of sneak 
thieves, 


CROP CONDITIONS MIXED. 


Drought In Corn Belt Partly Re- 
lieved—tInsect Damage to Cotton 
Checked. 


The Government's weekly bulletin on 
conditions in the crop districts was as 
follows: 

Winter wheat harvest has advanced 
rapidly in the late northwestern dis- 
tricts under generally favorable weather 
conditions, although there was interrup- 
tion in some Central Rocky Mountain 
sections. 

Harvesting of Spring wheat was well 
along to the northern iimits of the belt, 


and thrashing was in progress in the 
southern portion, with interruption by 
rain reported in a few localities. Late 
Spring wheat needs rain in some far 
northwestern § districts. As ‘thrashing 
progresses, reports of unsatisfactory 
yields of Spring wheat continue. 
Copious rains in much of the corn 
belt, especially in the northern portion, 
relieved to a great extent what was 
fast becoming a serious drought. Rain- 
fall checked rapid deterioration in most 
districts of the Ohio Valley States, al- 
though it was sufficient in some sec- 
tions of this area, particularly in Ken- 
tucky and in Southern Illinois. Rain- 
fall was general in Iowa, but came too 
late to be of much benefit in drought- 
stricken areas of the north-central, 
central and eastern portions, while 
much curling and firing were reported 
from the uplands of Eastern Missouri. 
Damage had been done in Central and 
Western Kansas, but considerable re- 
covery is now possible and the crop 
continues in excellent condition in the 
eastern portion of the State. Corn is 
in good to excellent condition in Okla- 
homa, ‘and has progressed under favor- 
able weather in Nebraska. Early corn 
is a poor crop in much of the South, 
but the late-planted shows improvement. 
Rainfall was generally very light or 
entirely lacking in the cotton belt, ex- 
cept for moderate to heavy falls in the 
Atlantic Coast district. Temperatures 
averaged, considerably above normal in 


*Central States of the belt and nearly 


normal in western and more eastern lo- 
calities. Cotton made fairly good progress 
in Texas, but is needing rain in some 
localities, with complaints of shedding 
and plants dying. Progress ranged from 


| poor to fairly good in Mississippi, and 


was fair generally in Alabama and 
Tennessee. The condition and progress 
are reported as poor in Georgia, where 
cultivation is mostly finished. 

Fairly satisfactory growth was made 
in South Carolina, but fruiting is gen- 
erally reported as ranging from poor to 
only fairly good, while weevil are very 
numerous and doing much damage ex- 
cept in the northern portion. No mate- 
rial change in the condition of cotton 
was reported from North Carolina, but 
continued rains caused shedding in por- 
tions of Florida. Dry weather has re- 
sulted in noticeable decrease in weevil 
activity in Texas, Oklahoma and 
Arkansas, but much damage continues 
in many localities, and weevil continue 
very active in many sections east of the 
Mississippi River, especially in Ala- 
bama, Georgia and South Carolina.

ROADS TALK WAGES 
WITH UNION CHIEPS 


Big Four Brotherhood and 
Switchmen’s Leaders in Con- 
ference With Executives. 


FINAL ACTION POSTPONED 


Operating Officials to Put Proposals 
Up to Full Meeting of 
Eastern Presidents. 


Following a meeting yesterday be- 
tween the sub-committee of the Eastern 


Presidents’ Conference and the chiefs of 
the Big Four Brotherhoods and. the 
Switchmen’s Union, at which wages and 
working conditions were discussed, the 
officials decided to report next week to 
the entire Eastern Presidents’ Confer- 
ence before taking final action. E. BE. 
Loomis, President of the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad, acted as Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee in the absence of L. 
F. Loree, Chairman of the Hastern 
Presidents’ Conference. 

In addition to Mr. Loomis, the rall- 
roads were represented by W. W. Atter- 
bury, Operating Vice President of the 
Pennsylvania; E. N. Brown, Chairman 
of the Pere Marquette. and Percy R. 


Todd, President of the Bangor & Aroo- | 


stock RXilroad. The unions were repre- 


sented. by W. S. Stone, Grand Chief En- | 


gineer, Brotherhood of Engineers; W. E. 
Sheppard, President, Order of Railroad 
Conductors; W. S. Carter, President, 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Enginemen ; James Murdock, Vice Pres-

ident, Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men, and -T. C. ashen, President, 
Switchmen’s Union of North America. 

The union leaders said that in seeking 
the conference they were destrous to 
ascertain whether the operating officials 
would restore the wage rates in effect 
on June 80, 1921, and also if all de- 
mands for wage decreases would be}; 
withdrawn. They likewise inquired “‘ if 
all demands for the elimination of time 
and one-half for overtime and radtcal 
schedule revision would be withdrawn 
— i= again proceed, for a stated- 
period.’’ 

The United States Railway Labor 
Board recently ordered a reduction of 
12 per cent. in wages, effective July 1. 
At that time the board decided that 
time and one-half should be paid for 
overtime on roads where such payment 
was made prior to Federal control. 

In answer to the union chiefs the ex- 
ecutives pointed out that to grant their 
requests would mean an increase in 
wages of approximately 12 per cent. at 
a time when all other wages were ccom- 
ing down, and would also assume that 
no further decreases are or will be war- 
ranted by reductions«in the cost of liv- 
ing. It was likewise explained that ac- 
quiescence by the carriers would take 
time and a half for overtime out of the 
hands of the;Labor Board, where it is 
now under further discussion, and vio- 
late every agreement the men now have 
with their respective roads, each of 
which has a terminating or revision 
clause, 

There was considerable surprise in 
the ‘appearance of the Switchmen’s 
Union at the conference. One railroad 
executive said the brotherhoods and the 
switthmen must have “come to admire 
each other.” . 

It is expected that tho entire Eastern 
Presidents’ conference will meet next 
week to hear the report of the subcom- 
mittee and resolutions will then be 
drafted to be sent to the unions. 


Canada to Cut Freight Rates. 

MONTRWAL, Aug. 3.-—2comise of an 
early reduction cf freight rates on 
Canadian railways was made today in a 
letter from F. B. Carvel, chief of the 
Board of Railway Commissioners, to 
the local Board of Trade. The letter 
answered a resolution passed by the 


Board of Trade asking a reduction in 
freight rates equal to the recent 12 per 
cent. reduction in the wageg of railway 
employes.

Court Upholds Revenue Officials In

_ John D. Rockefeller, by a decision 
handed down yesterday by Judge 
| Learned Hand in the United States Dis- 
‘trict Court, lost an income-tax suit in- 
| volving $996,359. In the same decision 
| Judge Hand upheld income tax officials 
in suits brought by the estate of Wil- 
liam L. Harkness, involving $168,044. 
The suits involve taxes on holdings in 
the Prairie Pipe Line Company and the 
Ohio Oil Company, later reorganized as 
the Illinios Pipe Line Company, in 
which Mr. Rockefeller and Mr. Hark- 
ness were associated. The two compa- 
nies were organized as the result of an 
Interstate Commerce Commission. order 
severing the pipe line properties from 
the Prairie Oil and Gas Company. 
Following the reorganization, which 
was effected in the Winter of 1914-15, 
Mr. Rockefeller, as a stockholder in the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company, received 
shares in the pipe line companies. He 
contended that this property so re- 
ceived was not income. Under protest 
he paid to the Government $703,681, rep- 
resenting the tax on the par value of 


the stock. The Government contended 
that Mr. Rockefeller owed not only the 
$703,681, but also $292,678 additional. 
representing the difference between the 
| par value and the market value of the 
stock. The Government brought suit 
for this difference. 

The executors of Mr. Harkness’s es- 
tate on the same issue brought suit 
against the Government to recover $43,- 
587 paid in taxes for the pipe line hold- 
ings. Richard S. Holmes, Assistant 
United States Attorney, said three other 
suits brought by the Harkness executors 
were affected by the same decision, 
making a total in the Harkness suits of 
$168,044. 

Judge Hand held that the shares ac- 
quired by Mr. Rockefeller and Mr. Hark- 
ness were not dividends, but, income. 
He awarded recovery with = interest 
against Mr. Rockefeller and dismissed 

| the Harkness complaint. $ 
i ‘* A dividend,’’ he says in the decision, 
‘‘“may be income to the stockholder, 
aes declared out of property which 
has. long since become a part of the 
economic capital of the corporation. 
' True, it must not be a dividend in liqui- 
! dation, and perhaps it must on that ac- 
| count be from a corporate surplus, since 
| otherwise it is hard to avoid regarding it 
as in liquidation. But it makes no differ- 
ence that it distributes to the stockhold- 
er property which is not current profit, 
but the means of producing current 
profit. He must still pay an income tax 
7 it, though in his eyes it is a part 
of his capital. Therefore, in the cases 
at bar, the only question is of the com- 
pleteness of severance of the property 
declared, i. e., the control of it acquired 
by the stockholder and lost by the cor- 
poration, 

‘* Disregarding all formalities, it ap- 
pears to me that the pipe line properties 
were as effectually severed from the old 
corporations as though they had been 
distributed in kind. I think that the 
shares were income under the law, and 
that the tax was legal.”’ 

George Wellwood Murray and Harri- 
son Tweed appeared for Harkness and 
Rockefeller, who probably will appeal 
the case. Richard S. Holmes, Charles 
A. Mapes and Newton K. Fox, Assistant 
United States District Attorneys, ap- 
peared for the Government. 


INITIAL WRIGHT DIVIDEND. 


Aeronautical Corporation Declares 
25 Cents a Share. 


The directors of the Wright Aero- 
nautical Corporation at their meeting 
held on Tuesday declared an initial divi- 
dend of 25 cents a share on the 224,- 
390 shares of capital stock now out- 
standing. Although described as ‘“‘a 
dividend ’’ the presumption prevails in 


official circles that with a continuance 
of its present earnings the stock will be 
put on a regular annual dividend basis 
of $1 a share. 

The report of the company for 1920 
showed net earnings after all deductions 
of $411,349, equal to $1.88 a share on 
the stock. The gross sales were $1,486,- 
000. It is stated that the company at 
the present time has $3,000,000 in orders 
on its books, mainly for Government 
account, or double the amount turned 
out in 1920 and equal to one year’s 
capacity.

CLOSES AT 7-14 RISE 


Buying Aggressive, but Reac- 
tion Comes as Material Is En- 
countered on the Advance. 


Cotton rose 30 points at one time 
yesterday, carrying prices back to the 
week’s high level. Buying was ag- 
gressive, and it required an advance to 
bring out a sufficient supply of con- 
tracts. The weekly weather report, 
while indicating deterioration in places, 
was not so unfavorable as many had an- 
ticipated. Temperatures were decidedly 
lower over the greater part of the belt, 
though Texas had warm weather. No 
much cotton was encountered on the 
advance that prices reacted, closing 7 
to 14 points over Tuesday. 

Wire houses executed overnight sell- 
ing orders at the opening, causing ‘a 
few moments’ depression. October 
opened at 12.70, a decline of 8 polnts, 
but later months lost only 3 or 4 points. 
Liverpool lost ground at one time, but 
prices there recovered steadily, leaving 
little selling pressure on New York. Ef- 


fort to buy a few hundred bales of Oc- 
tober started an upturn that gained in 
momentum. Rather raat | buying by a 
house frequently operating for Wall 
Street interests led prices to _ rise 
steadily. Cotton was for sale in large 
quantities, but demand absorbed all of- 
ferings at rising prices. Blocks of Oc- 
tcber at 13 cents were taken, and all 
months worked up to about the high 
level touched on Monday. 

Favorable reports from dry goods cen- 
tres had a dircet influence on cotton, 
helping sustained prices during the 
afternoon. With less selling pressure 
room traders again attempted to work 
the market up and succeeded in carrying 
October from 12.82 to 12.98. But the 
moment profit-taking started and 
prices ran off 10 points, with little sup- 
port, new speculative buying appeared 
on any recession. That December de- 
creased its premium over October’to 47 
points was attributed to less urgent 
trade buying. As a result December 
only gained 7 points on the day, while 
March gained 14. 

A comparison of tke d¢ontract market 
with Southern spot quotations shows 
that both have moved upward to a fair- 
ly uniform degree. Since the extreme 
decline in’ June, Octeber contracts in 
New York have advanced 170 points. 
Spot prices in Southwestern markets 
have gained 175, to 195 points. Prices 
in Atlantic sections have risen 175 to 
200 points. 

Exports amounted to 24,366 bales yes- 
terday, making the total this week 77,- 
636 bales, comnared with 36,370 bales in 
the entire week last year. ’

THE COMMONWEALTH HOTEL 


Ground Broken for Proposed Struc- 
ture on West Fifty-Sixth Street.

| CHINESE MAIL SENT BY AIR. 


Peking-Shanghal Flights for 
sengers Are to Begin Soon. 


PEKING, Aug. 3.—Airplane flights be- 
tween Peking and Shanghai, with stops 
at several places on the way to accom- 
modate passenger and mail traffic, have 
been planned to begin this month, fol- } 
lowing the successful inauguration re- | 
cently of a tri-weekly postal service be- | 
tween Peking and Tsinanfu, in Shantung 
Province. 

The initial flight to Tsinanfu, 237 miles | 
from Peking, was accomplished against 
a head wind in 2 hotrrs and 55 minutes. 
The return, with the wind diagonally 
across the course from behind, was done 
in 2 hours and 30 minutes. The airplane 
was of an English commercial type, 
capable of carrying twelve passengers.

Six Leaders Surrender at Honolulu, 
Six More Taken at Hilo. 


HONOLULU, Aug. 3 = (Associated 
Press).—Twenty-one Japanese, many of 
them prominent, were indicted here yes- 
terday on charges of criminal conspiracy 
in connection with violence incident to 
the strike of sugar plantation workers 
last year. 

Six of the indictéd men surrendered; 
six others were arrested at Hilo, Island 


of Hawaii. Three are known to have 
escaped to Japan. 

The culminating act of violence during 
the strike occurred June 30, 1920, when 
the house of a Japanase who refused to 
join the strikers was dynamited. The 
laborer, his wife and three children were 
asleep in the side of the house opposite 
the blast and were uninjured.
